London', July 27. — The porte is try- 
ing to place the responsibility of re- 
jecting tlio decree of the Berlin con- 
feronco on the grand council, but ain- 
bassadora have intininted to tho sultan 
that he alone is responsible. In the 
meantime troops and stores are being 
hurried to Albania. If Greece should 
move to occupy disjjutod territory, it is 
intended to convert the Turlcish sol- 
diers into Albanian troops. The tonor 
of the Turlcish pre.ss is very violent to- 
wards the European pow(M-H. 

Berlin, July 27. — It is feared that 
the good understanding existing among 
the powers respecting Turkey will be 
disturbed when it is necessary to pro- 
ceed from mere negotiation to real ac- 
tion. 

ViEV.VA, July 27. — The pon-or.s will 
draw up an ultimatum summoning the 
porto to fuUtil within three weeks the 
Mon'.enegrin convention, and in the 
event of a refusal, naval demonstrations 
will take place. 

;Tho proposed naval demonstration 
will take place simultaneously in the 
Adriatic and ^gean seas off Auti\'iiri 
and Salonica. 

Berlin, July 27. — The government 
of Boumauia has declined to grant e.N- 
tradition to anumber of Nihilists on the 
ground that such an act would bo con- 
trary to the law of the land, 

Pakis, July 27.--Tho Rappd jiro 
fesaes to have received information 
from the best sources at Constantinople 
that Queen Victoria recently addressed 
an autograph letter to the sultan im- 
ploring him in the intereset of his empire 
toaccede to the wishes of tho powers. 

Constantinople, July 27. — Goachen, 
the British ambassador, had a firivate 
interview with the sultau to-day. 

The porte has discovered through one 
of itS' agents abroad, that England con- 
fidentially sounded the powers on tho 
subject of a naval demonstration, but 
the intelligence caused no alarm. Abed- 
din Pasha, minister of loreigu afl'nirs, 
is reported to have daid that any de- 
monstration of the kind would simply 
have the effect of inciting the Albanians 
to energeuc.action, and naval authori- 
ties opine that a hostile fleet could not 
inflict much real injury, so long as 
the Dardanelles are properly protected 
by forts and torpedoes. The sultan is 
guided chiefly by fear of immediate 
consequences, and his fears, together 
with all other influences around him, 
■ tend to make him offer a dogged re- 
sistance. 

fli Continental newsjiapers seem to 
make no question that Queen A''ictoria 
has written a letter to the sultan, but 
judging from an analysis of tho letter 
published by tho Paris Kappel it ap- 
p.ea'rs/highly improbable it was either 
written or authorized by tho queen. 

British Admiral Sir ¥. fSeyniour 
will comnaand the combined aquadron 
in the naval demonstration against 
Turkey. 

London, July 27, — The compensa- 
tion bill was read a third time and tin- 
ally passed. 

In thediviaiou on the Irish oorapen- 
-sation bill 37 home rulers voted with 
the government and 206 conservatives 
and 20 liberals in the minority. No 
conservative voted with the govern- 
ment. 

London, July 37. — The Times says : 
The compensation bill has. fall into dis- 
repute through its inherent vices of 
structure and character. It would be 
well for the government to abstain from 
raising a question of this kind until 
tho royal commission has reported on 
»on 'the' subject. In the meantime vague 
intimation of coming changes engender 
more alarm aud alienate more support 
than all efforts of the conservatives 
oratory.

Plymouth. 

Dublin, July 27. — Tho weather con- 
tinues to be very fine. Hay is being 
cut and saved. All crops are maturing 
with unusual rapidity, 

BeiuiIn, July 27. — ^The govornmont 
has expelled all Mormon mi.ssionaries. 

Paris, July 29. — The reports sent 
to America of tho suicide of Mrs. 
Annie Westmore, the devorced wife of 
a citizen of New York, nt the residence' 
of the divorced English wife of Lord 
Albert Pelham Clinton in this city, are 
likely to become tho subject of serious 
judicial investigation. There appears 
to be no reason whatever to suppose 
that the unfortunate Mrs. Wetmorc 
committed suicide at all her death being 
otlicially reported as caused by conges- 
tion of tho brain. Tho story of tho 
suicidn is to-day ljulieved to have been 
concocted by a clique in this city of 
various nationalitie.s but of one social 
class, in the hope of extorting bush 
money from a conspicuous foreigner 
formerly acquainted with Mrs. Wot 
more. 

London', July 27, — Tho steamer 
Derwent at Havre from tho West In- 
dies, has yellow fover on board. Three 
persons died on the pas.sage; 18 are 
convalescent. 

Geneva, July 27. — Canton Schwiz 
has re-established capital puni.shment 
and has enacted that executions be 
public. This makes tho fourth canton 
which has restored punishment of 
death. 

The Emperor of Russia has with- 
(h !n\ n his objections to receiving Mar- 
quis Tseng, the Chinese ambassador. 
The latter with his staff has arrived en 

route, 

iVoroe Vreiiija gives the particulars of 
Leboffsky prison ; one of the chief es- 
tablishments of its kind. An inspec- 
tor states that he found in the female 
wards 157 women, of whom 30 were 
ill, many encientc. In tho male wards 
there were 592 men, of whom 127 
were ill. Their linen was filthy and 
ventilation wholly inadequate. It is 
estimated that each man bad but three- 
fifths of the quantity of air necessary 
to support an adult person. The prison 
is never repaired and dirt and disorder 
reign supreme. In spite of the short 
term of iin])risonment, one year, to 
which inmates are Rubje:;t, the death 
rate is nearly 25 per cent. 

London, July 27. — The steamer 
Hazel Dean, Capt. Hall, from Lisbon 
to Newcastle, was sunk in tho British 
channel. Five of the crew were 
drowned. 

A row boat was run down by a 
steam launch on the Thames to day, 
and a gentleman and lady and two 
children drowned. 

Berne, July 27. — A pleasure steam- 
er capsized in a squall ofl^ Haute Brienz 
to-day and 16 persons were drowned. 

London, July 27. — The committee 
for the erection of a memorial to the 
Prince Imperial having withdrawn the 
proposal to place it in Westminster 
abbey, the Queen has offered a site in 
St. George's chapel, Windsor Castle, 
where the memorial will be erected, 

London, July 2G. — Tlio viceroy of 
India has received tho following dis- 
patch : 

Cami' Rcshki, Waukud Candaliar, 
July 22. — Spies have reported that 
Yakoob Khan has crossed Helmond at 
Hydrabad. It is reported that 400 
ghaziers have joined Yakoob. Portiot^ts 
of his cavalry are foraging near the 
British camp. 

St. Petersburcj, July 2G. — The 
Golos publishes an article wiiich at- 
tracts considerable attention. It advo- 
cates liberty of the individual in ac 
cordance with law.

Admiral Lessofky takes with him 
full power to reopen negotiations with 
China. 

Paris, July 21. — Students gave a 
soiree to night in honor of tho amnes- 
tied comnuinists. Rocbefort and Blan- 
(jui wui-c present. ^'^ioleIlt speeches 
wore made eulogizing tho commune 
and its defenders, demanding a Euro- 
pean republic and the annihilation of 
kings. 

London, July 24. — Lady Anne De- 
Grey, eldest daughter of Earl DoGrey, 
is dead. 

Wimbledon, July 2t. — At gun tire 
for lunch tho totals at 900 yards range 
stood: English, 559; Americans 515. 
Tho Americans commenced shooting at 
9:50 o'clock, when a very light breeze 
prevailed. Rockwell shoots in the place 
of Farrow, who had a dispute about 
the choice of prize in the tie for the 
third scries of e.xtra prizes, aud although 
Hyde offered to let him have what he 
wanted he refused to shoot unless 
Hyde gave him a guarantee in writ- 
ing tbiit he.would,havo the choice. The 
team thcrefofo' unanimously' 'excluded 
him. 

Rockwell made only 50 at the 900 
yards range. He only knew that he 
Iiad to shoot at the last moment. When 
the possibility of his shooting arose last 
night ho had i)0 time to compars the 



s'.ghting of his gun with the others and 
had to commence with a borrowed gun, 
which others of the team had roughly 
comi)ared atpool last night. Tho team 
is very hot against Farrow, and ti:o 
resolution to go on -without him was to 
the effect that the team preferred to be 
beaten by gentlemen rather than win 
under other circumstances. Brown of- 
fered this morning before shooting to 
pay Farrow tho difleronce between tho 
value of the prize .selected for him in 
tho extra prizes and one which lie 
wbshed to have; but still remained ob- 
durate. Eockwoll failed .to count on 
tho 4th and 5th shots at tho 900 yards 
range and went offto change his rifle. 
Returning he caught a blank. His 
succeeding shots counted alternately -i 
and 5 until the -ttb, when ho scored 3 
instead of 5. Hyde, who organized 
the team, captured a blank oil his 10th 
shot. Score 1000 yards — Americans, 
510; English, DOS. Grand totals- 
English, 1(3'17; American, 15GS. 

Tho dispute between Farrow and 
Hyde grow out of a tie in the third 
series of extra prizes. When the tie 
might have been shot off Hyde's gun 
had broken down. The competitors 
had arranged among themselves who 
should take the various prizes. When 
tho selection was made Farrow was not 
satisfied with the selection.

Jesuits exiielled from Franco have 
taken an ostabliahinent at Aberdeen, 
New South Wales. 

In the Manchester ossizes several of- 
ficers and directors of the Northern 
Counties of England Insurance Com- 
pany have been found guilty of fraud 
and conspiracy of falsifying the com- 
pany's accounts. The general manager 
was sentenced to 18 naonths' hard labor, 
tlie chairman of the board of directors 
to 12 raonth.s' hard labor and four 
others to ^ix months' impriitonment 
each, 

Paris, July 22. — Henri Rocbefort 
has declined to be a candidate for mem- 
ber of the municipal council from Belle- 
ville in the place of Trinquit, commun- 
ist, on tho ground that iho people had 
a perfect right to elect Trinquit. 

London, July 21. — In tho house of 
commons last night during deliato on 
the condition of Armenia, tho under 
secretary for foreign affairs .said that 
the government would npt bo satis- 
fled with general promises from tho 
porte;. but as tho government was act- 
ing in. concert with other powers it 
would be impossible now to explain de- 
tails of the reform which they wore de- 
manding or the steps they were taking 
to press them upon the jiorte. 

Sir Wilfred Law.son, radical, declar 
©d that he would oppose any warlike 
demonstration against Turkey au earn- 
estly as under tho late governmont he 
bad opposed a demonstration against 
Ru.ssia. 

Henry Labourchro, libersl, protested 
against meddling with matters that do 
not concern England either in Armenia 
or elsewhere. 

Premier Glad.stone denied that the 
govornmont was under any obligation 
to say whether a policy of coercion 
would be adopted or not. Tho hou.se 
must bo content, be said, to rely on the 
general rule that it is tho interest of the 
government to make parliament ac- 
quainted with its policy. He inferred 
from debate that the government would 
receive support from all sides in its en 
dcavors to induce the porte to carry 
out reform.s. 

Paris, July 21. — Tho Tempa says: 
Though the powers are to a certain ex- 
tent agreed, there is at the bottom n 
rivalry between England, backed by 
Russia and Austria, backed if neces- 
sary by Germany. It is the duty of 
France to participate in European con- 
cert so long as it lasts but to revert to 
absolute neutrality when concert gives 
place to conflicts of interests which are 
not those of Frsn^. 

Coji.TiTANi'iNorLE, July 24. — Tho sul- 
tan's naval authorities declare that at tho 
present moment no fleet could force the 
D.irdanolles without losing a largo pro- 
portion of its shii)s and in a few days its 
defences may bo increased a hundred fold 
hy torpedoes. General Blum Pasha ro- 
comnionds the constructiDU of ton new 
forts on the straits. 

Berlin, Juno 24, — The German cor- 
vette Victoria which recently started for the 
West Indies on reaching .Plymouth was 
ordered to Malta, probably in connection 
with tho naval demonstration of tho pow- 
ers. 

NKW^URKBT, Jujy 24. — Tho celebrated 
horse trainer Joseph Dawson is dead. 

CALIFORNIA, 

Oakland, Cal., July 2G. — One of 
the most shocking tragedies over oc- 
curring in this city was enacted at 
about five o'clock this afternoon. Ed- 
ward Schroeder, exchange teller in tho 
London and San Francisco bank, walk 
ed into tho othce of Dr, Alfred E, Lc- 
frove, a well-known nnd very popular 
dentist, on Eighth and Broadway 
streets and deliborately flrod two shots 
at him. Tho victim survived his in- 
jury from 30 to 40 minutes. When 
the remains were conveyed to the 
morgue, and the fact became generally 
known, the tragedy created great ex- 
citement in tho usually quiet commu- 
nity. This excitement was intensified 
by the fact that both parties were 
widely kno\^ and highly connected 
socially. It is charged that Lefrcve 
outraged Mrs. Schroeder after placing 
her under the influence of a narcotic. 

Nevada, Cal,, July 2G. — This morn- 
ing Geo, W. Smith, , ex-sheriff of this 
county, mot Mr. T. W. Sigourney, an 
old and wealthy resident of this place, 
in front of the National hotel' 'ofiico. 



Smith charged Sigourney with robbing 
him, and without further warning drew 
a pistol and commenced shooting at 
him. Tho first shot took eflect in Sig- 
ourney's right shoulder. Sigourney 
turned and ran for the postoffice, 
which was but a few feet away. He 
reached the.haUwj^yi^^mith^jfloUo^ing, 
firing two more shots in rapid succes- 
sion. The .second .shot missed his vie 
tim, bi;t the third, with better aim, 
took ofleet near tho spine and passed 
through his body. When tho last shot 
was lired Smith was so close upon his 
victim that the powder from his wea- 
pon burned Sigournoj-'s coat. The 
wounds were fatal, and ho died in 20 
•minutes after the .shooting. 

S\N Francisco, July 28, — A di.s- 
graceful scene occurred in tho board of 
supervisor.^' meeting last evening. Stet- 
son, member from tho twelfth ward, 
rose to a question of jn-ivilege, and re- 
ferring to the faot-that Alayor Kalloch 
at a recent meeting of the board of 
election commissioners had reflected on 
the board, saying that ho had stopped 
members from stealing, otc, said that 
it was about time for the board to ex- 
press it.?olf on tho subject. Ho went on 
to say that during his occupancy of tho 
mayor's chair Kalloch had repeatedly and 
knowingly uttorod tho greatest falsehoods 
regarding mombors of the board-, and that 
lie for one woidd stand it no longer. 

Supervisor Taylor rose to Bpe;ik but 
Kalloch refused to recognize him and be- 
gan speaking from the chair, saying that, 
lie had tho same right to attack supervi- 
sor.i in tlio bo:ird of oloctioa coiiimi.s.siou- 
ors as tho supervisors bad to attack him 
on tho board. Cries arose " Como down 
from the chair if you want to speak." 
"Come down on tho floor of tho house." 
"Taylor h.as tho floor," otc. Kalloch con- 
tinued, harangiiig tho board amid cries for 
adj(nu'mnciit and a gonornl npruar, dur- 
ing which tho botird adjourned on its own 
responsibility, and after cro\vdinfi ;iri>iuul 
tho chair in a manner which for a time 
tliroatoiiod to result in violence, tliially 
broke up and left tho eliainbcr.

leaving uotliing but tlie gi-ini .skoleton 
of a chimney to denote the previou.s ex- 
istence oE the house. Mrs. Haningtou 
lest ?bOO worth of jewelry. In the 
confusion anil e.xciteiuout which pre- 
vailed she handed a, satchel containing 
the je./elry to a raaii, asking him 
to take charge of it. lie did .so ; 
but not in the manner the lad}- ex- 
pected n.s she has since been unable to 
trace either the man or the valuable 
articles entrusted to his care. The 
parsonage was in a perilous position 
and the churali took- fire twice, tho 
edifice being only saved from destruc- 
tion by tho formation of a bucket line 
and tlie constant application of ^-et 
blankets. An eye witness of tlie con- 
ilagration .says that jMr.s. Rillitoe, wife 
6f Bishop Sillitoo, exerted herself in a 
most energetic manner to prevent tho 
flames from spreading. For a long 
time tho lady worked indefntigably at 
the jiuniiia, thus a.ssistiiig in keeping 
tho l)uckct liiii; siipplioil, until .she be- 
came .so exhausted that she was com- 
pelled to desist. Much difficulty was 
experienced in inducing the Express 
Co.'s horses to leave their stables anil 
when at last the task was accomplished 
a fresh difHculty arose in ])rovonting 
them from running into tho ilunies. At 
last, however, they were secured, all 
escaping without injury, tho confla- 
gration at times presented a spectacle 
of terrible grandeur. Tho forked 
tongues of fire shot high into the air, 
carrying u\) into thecurrent tiieycroated 
masses of burning mnterial whicii \v?i-p 
whirled hither and thither and even- 
tually fell faraway from tliuir original 
location. At every fitful guat of wind 
the flames climbed the side of tho 
hill on which tlie town is situated, 
leaving Weiiind as tlioy reeednd .small 
sheets of fire to mark (heir cmirso. 
The conflagration would not liave been 
half so serious lind the town been pro 
vidod with an available water supply — 
indeed it is nioro than probable that 
tho fire would have been confined to 
tho building in which it originated. 
But as will 1)0 seen by a letter from one 
of our correspondents tho government 
had obstinately refused to permit the 
people of Yale to introduce a line of 
water pipes or to grant a charter for 
supplying the town with water, the 
premier giving as his reason for such 
refusal the evasivt! answer tiiat "grant- 
ing a right of way for the pipes might 
interfere witii tlie settlement of the 
railway lands question and that ho diil 
not wish to assume any responsibility 
in the matter!" Notwitiistanding the 
fact that tlio origin of the fire is sn[>- 
po.sed to be attributable to an incen- 
diary it is gratifying to bo able to state 
that during the excitement no scones of 
disorder or drunkenness occurred. Tho 
total loss from tho fire is ostimated nt 
$75,000. Appended will be found 
several graphic accounts of tlio disastoi- 
from our correspondents:

The inmates had barely 
time to vocato the jireuiises, inlniifi 
everything, before the entire structxire 
was levelled with the ground. 
The surrounding Iniildings speedily 
caught and by (i o'idock the entire 
bloi'k from ilie Hudson's Bay Co.'s 
store (which had a narroiv escape) to 
Albert street was burned down com- 
pletely J nothing being left but tho 
stone basement of tho railway store 
house, the frames of two tanks and a 
chimney here and there. 

For tho fii'st two hours there was 
quite a breeze blowing up river, and 
it was feared that the whole town 
would go ; but at the time the heat 
was most intense and the railway oflice 
in flames, tlie wind veered in pulFs and 
blew directly across the river — from tho 
south, in fact— so tho adjoiniuf; blocks 
escapi'd. 

A number of buildings caught fire, 
but men were prompt with buckets of 
water and wet blankets and stopped 
the further progress of the flames. As 
it is it is bad enoucrh and a sad blow 
to a number of energetic and deserving 
business men who had invested their 
capital with a fair prospect of good re- 
turns. 

Mr. James McKee, a son of .Mr. 
John McKee, farmer of South Arm of 
Fraser River, and a Mr. T. H. McCor- 
mick, were both seriously scor.;hed in 
escaping from York's Hotel, and wo 
hear are in danger.

Sir, — Under the above heading 1 read 
in your correspondence of to-day a very 
unfair criticism on the dyke and its 
construction. 

Late in June 1 also examined every 
inch of the 7-mile dyke and inquired 
into every particular concerning it, and 
firmly believe that, taken as a whole, 
it is a most respectable and cH'ective 
piece of engineering, ably conceived 
and carried out with skill and integri- 
ty, but incomplete. The extreme end 
which has since given way was then in 
process of construction, und the failure 
of gate No. 2 is ono that might have 
occurred in any work of a tentative 
nature and can readily bo repaired. 

When complete the dyke will be a 
blessing to the settlers included. After 
the Fraser is cfTcctually shut oB' tho 
backwater, which is comparatively in- 
significant, wiil have to he sc]>arately 
dealt with. 

The bankwork is fresh, and if sown 
with suitable grasses such as couch or 
Kentucky blue will be stronger 'every 
year. 

The: contractors have erred iu under 
estimating tho cost, which has greatly 
exceeded the estimate ; but are enthu- 
siastic to complete the undertaking irre- 
spective of expense. 

Tho government deserve their .share 
of the credit for not acting hastily un- 
der circumstances so trying, and for 
apjiointing an engineer (Mr. Jos.

A French priest 
repeated the prayers for the dead, and 
the servant Lonias, who had been an 
eye witness, went through the sad story 
of what bad happened last year.

FOR RAISING 4 MUNI CIPAL RltVENUE ON REAL 
AND PERSONAL raOPERTV m THE VEAR 

1880. V . 

1. Bo it enacted by the Mayor and 
Council of tho Corporation of the City of 
Victoria as follows : — 

2. Tltero shall Ijd raised, levied and col- 
lected in tho year 1880 upon all real and 
poraonal' property mcntlotiodi tho as- 
sossmont rolMn foi-co iti iKVOUy-an equal 
rato of eight-tenths of one per cent, on 
tho tissoased rnlue thereof as appears by 
the said roll. 

3. 'Tlib' aforoaaid taxes shall bo duo and 
payable by tho person or persons liable 
for the same , to tho Collector for the Mu- 
nisipal 'Cbun^l at his office in tho City 
Council Oha'mbors, Victoria, o!i the fif- 
teenth day of July, in tho year 1880. 

4. Tho Victoria Eevenuo Hyhiw, 1879, 
8o far as tho same relates to tho imi)osi- 
tion of a tax or rato of eight-tenths of one 
per cent, in . tho year 1880 upon the as- 
sessed value of tho real and personal pro- 
perty mentioned in the assessment roll 
I0r,.tho-tinio being in force is hereby re- 
pealed providing always that all payments 
of the^iiaid rato fur the year 1880 already 
mode by. any person or persons shall bo 
dealt with in tho same manner and bo as 
valid in all respects as if the same had 
been made after the passing ot this l?y- 
lavF and under the provisions thereof. 

5. Tho special rato imposed by the 
Water WorKs Debenture and Revenue 
EJj'law, 1&77, and'by tho Bylaw to author- 
ize the raising of twenty tliousand dol- 
lars, 1878, .shall continue to be rai.sud, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
ratt'.H and taxes imiiossd under this Bylaw 
and shall be applied to the purposes speci- 
fied in the said Bylaws restiectivel y. 

6. The annual tax authorized to be aa- 
aossod, levied and collected by theVictoria 
Road Tax Bylaw, 1877, as amended by 
tlie Viot(jria Koad Tax Amcndnieiit By- 
law, 1877, shall continue to bo assessed, 
levied and collected in addition to the 
rates and taxes imposed by this Bylaw 
and shall form part of tho general Muni- 
cipal Revenue.

week §15," and by in.serting therein after 
tho words "and for tlio minor exhibitions 
for single entertainments §2 50" the fol-

the words " every commercial traveller " 
and inserting in lieu thereof tho ligurcs 
§20. 

Ol'^The Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1879, 
aa.ainoiidod by the Victoria Amendment 
Revenue Bylaw, 1879, and by this Bylaw 
shall continue in force and all licenses 
and taxes imposed thereby ahidl continue 
to bo collected thereunder.
